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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS 


Oulema melanopa, a Serious pest of cereal crops in Europe, found in Berrien 
County, Michigan. (p. 881). GRASSHOPPERS continue troublesome in parts of 
Illinois, Missouri, Wisconsin, Minnesota, North Dakota and Utah; adults 

present in some cases and migration reported. (pp. 881-882). Second-generation 
EUROPEAN CORN BORER moths increasing on Eastern Shore of Maryland and in 
Delaware; some egg masses Seen in latter State. Second-generation larvae, 
first to third stages, present in Missouri. Second-generation moths observed 
in Minnesota and egg masses observed as far north as De Kalb County, Illinois. 
(pp. 882-883). CORN EARWORM moths observed in Oregon; larval damage reported 
in southwestern Idaho, northern Utah and Minnesota; and larval damage increasing 
in Queen Annes County, Maryland. (p. 883). Many lawns in eastern third of 
Nebraska showing SOD WEBWORM damage, and CORN ROOTWORM adults continue to feed 
on nearly all crops in same State. (p. 884). SORGHUM MIDGE damage expected to 
be severe on grain sorghum just beginning to head in Burleson and Brazos 
Counties, Texas. (p. 885). 


PEA APHID extremely abundant from Canyon County eastward to Twin Falls County in 
Idaho, and increasing in Maryland and Delaware. ULYGUS BUGS continue damaging to 
alfalfa in several Western States. (p. 886). POTATO LEAFHOPPER continues: to 
yellow alfalfa in several Eastern and Midwestern States, and LESSER CORNSTALK 
BORER causing severe damage to Several crops in parts of Georgia. (pp. 886-887). 


ORCHARD MITES continue major problem to fruit growers in several states. 
(pp. 888-889). 


TOMATO FRUITWORM, TOMATO PINWORM and PEA LEAF MINER pests of tomatoes in severai 
California areas, and MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE damaging in Maryland, Delaware, New 
Mexico and Utah. (p. 893). 


GREEN PEACH APHID outbreak serious on tobacco in Anne Arundel, Calvert and 

St. Marys Counties, Maryland, where aerial treatments are underway, and TOBACCO 
FLEA BEETLE heavy in Anne Arundel and Prince Georges Counties, same State. 

(pp. 894-895). 


BOLL WEEVIL populations increasing and troublesome in North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Arkansas, Oklahoma and Texas. (p. 895). BOLLWORMS also 
increasing and some treatments required in number of states in cotton-growing 
area. (pp. 895-896). CABBAGE LOOPER a problem in parts of Alabama and Georgia 
and present in South Carolina, North Carolina and California. (p. 896). LYGUS 
BUGS continue to require controls in New Mexico, Arizona and California cotton 
crops. (p. 897). 


SPRUCE BUDWORM extremely heavy over extenSive area near Gibbonsville, Lemhi 
County, Idaho (p. 899), and PINE TORTOISE SCALE abundant and killing some jack 
pines in part of Hiawatha National Forest in Michigan. (pp. 899-900). Various 
Species of APHIDS heavy on ornamentals and shade trees in Several parts of the 
country. (pp. 901-902). MIMOSA WEBWORM reported damaging in areas of Indiana, 
Arkansas, Alabama and North Carolina, and BAGWORM also damaging in New Jersey, 
Indiana and Oklahoma; JAPANESE BEETLE troublesome in Connecticut, New Jersey, 
Maryland and Ohio. (p. 902).

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING AUGUST 6 


Mostly seasonal temperatures during the week were responsible for averages near 
normal over much of the Nation. Cool nighttime lows and occasional daytime 
cloudiness combined to push temperature averages to 8° below normal in small 
areas of the central Great Plains, the upper Mississippi Valley and the eastern 
Idaho area. Some daily record lows were set at various stations of the Great 
Lakes area and two stations in Wyoming recorded below freezing minima. Canaan 
Valley, West Virginia, cooled to 35° on the 28th, as did Pellston, Michigan, on 
the 3lst. Boston, Massachusetts, recorded its coolest July in 39 years, and 
90° July temperatures were nonexistent for the first time in 74 years in the 
city proper. 


Temperatures averaged above normal in the central and southern Appalachians, a 
large area of Southern States from South Carolina to western Texas, the lower 
Colorado River Basin, and interior areas of the Pacific Northwest. Departures 
were mostly small, the largest being 5° above at San Angelo, Texas. Daily 
maxima up to 100° were recorded inland over the West Coast States to the 
Canadian border through August 1, and after a cool beginning, over much of the 
southern Plains on the final 3 days. Despite near 100° temperatures in the 
northern Plains over the weekend, previously cool temperatures prevailed to 
hold averages slightly below seasonal. 


Except for general l-inch amounts in coastal areas of the Pacific Northwest and 
the mountains of Washington and northern and eastern Arizona, only light rainfall 
was recorded in most of the Far West. East of the Rockies, the heaviest rain- 
fall areas were the East Coast States, the Gulf Coast States and the Great Plains, | 
except for southern Texas where Austin logged its first July this century with 
no precipitation.

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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 
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Oulema melanopa (Linnaeus) Found in Michigan 


This insect, commonly called the cereal leaf beetle in Britain, has been found 

in 3 townships of Berrien County, Michigan. For many years, it has been a 
serious pest to cereal crops in Europe. Surveys are being made in Berrien County 
by the Michigan Department of Agriculture in cooperation with the Plant Pest 
Control Division, Agricultural Research Service, USDA, and the Entomology Depart- 
ment of Michigan State University. Recommendations will be drafted for an 
eradication program. 


The pest was known in the Berrien area in a limited way for four years, but it 
was not reported until this year. Positive identification was made on July 17, 
1962, by Mr. George B. Vogt, Entomology Research Division, ARS, USDA. 


How the pest reached Michigan is not known. In 1961, it was intercepted at 

U. S. ports of entry on 3 occasions; twice in New Jersey and once in Detroit. 
At Detroit, the insect was found in the trunk of a German car being brought in 
by a civilian. It was found in the soil around heather, and was alive and in 
the adult stage. The heather and the insect were destroyed at the border.

The recognized name at the time of the release of this writeup in the CEIR was 
Lema melanopa L. The authority for the change in name can be found in Monros,F.

de Tucuman) 337 pp. (p. 224). (Michigan Department of Agriculture, Plant Pest 
Control Division). 
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GRASSHOPPERS - MISSOURI - Damage to cultivated crops evident in central and north 
central areas. In central area where extremely dry weather persists, grass-— 
hoppers feeding throughout fields of corn and severely damaging soybeans by 
feeding on developing pods. Counts in pastures in central area ranged 3-30 
adults per square yard; mainly Melanoplus femurrubrum in pastures. (Munson, 
Thomas, Wood). ILLINOIS - Melanoplus spp., mainly M. femurrubrum and M. differ- 
entialis, still abundant in clover and alfalfa in east district; up to 96 per 
Square yard. About 10 percent adults. (111. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Melanoplus 
femurrubrum counts up to 45 per square yard in alfalfa in some areas of Oconto, 
Marinette and Shawano Counties, with damage showing. However, except for these 
areas, northeastern part of State has extremely low counts; less than 5 per 
Square yard. First to third instars predominate in area, with adults appearing 
in some sandy fields and along roadsides as far north as Shawano County. Popu- 
lations still abundant in some alfalfa in extremely southwestern area and in 
few fields in Trempealeau, La Crosse, Sauk and Dane Counties. Damage not 
apparent in most fields due to recent cutting of alfalfa despite numbers of 30 
or more per Square yard. Feeding noticeable in uncut alfalfafield in southern 
Grant County, field of corn in Crawford County and on soybeans in La Crosse 
County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - Movement into later seeded grain resulted 
in local, but severe, margin damage in Kittson County. Dispersal. of grasshoppers 
general in northwest. Few high populations noted along roadsides, field margins 
and soil bank land in Jackson County, southwest. Adult Melanoplus bivittatus 
and M. sanguinipes, and fourth and fifth instars of M. femurrubrum and M. differ- 
entialis found invading field margins of soybeans and corn; damage apparent, but 
light. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.) . NORTH DAKOTA - Some buildup occurring over State. 
Fourth instar to adult of Melanoplus bivittatus ranged 30-50 per square yard in

tree nursery at Towner; area treated previously and "hoppers" apparently moving 
in from outside. In Milville and Minnewaukan areas, M. bivittatus averaged 10 
per Square yard along edges of grain fields; 75 percent adults. (N. D. Ins. 


Sur.). In cropland in Traill, Steele, Nelson, Ramsey, Walsh and Grand Forks 
Counties, counts ranged 1-3 per square yard; M. bivittatus dominant species, 
with 75 percent adults. (Schenck). In Williams, McKenzie and Burke Counties, 


adults of M. Sanguinipes, Ageneotettix deorum, Aulocara elliotti and Camnula 
pellucida ranged 4-10 per square yard on nm rangeland. Diseased "hoppers" evident; 
as high as 10 dead per square yard. (Brandvik). KANSAS - Ninety-one stops made 
in cropland in 42 counties east of U. S. Highway 81. With exception of 7 stops, 
all grasshopper counts noneconomic. Based on an average of 15 per square yard 
in margin, 6 stops in Coffey, Osage, Jefferson, Atchison, Doniphan and Nemaha 
Counties in light category. One stop in Atchison County had 35 per square yard 
in margin, which was moderate. All field counts noneconomic. Seventy-five 
percent of grasshoppers Melanoplus femurrubrum, with M. differentialis and 

M. bivittatus making up remainder of complex in crops. (Peters). OKLAHOMA - Surveys 
completed in 10 north central counties showed grasshopper populations ranging 
1-5 adults per Square yard. Panhandle area surveys showed acreage infested as 
follows: Texas - 15,000, Beaver - 30,000 and Cimarron - 20,000 (rangeland). 
Ellis and Roger Mills Counties showed 5-10,000 acres infested, with counts 3-8 
per Square yard. In Murray County, 15,000 acres of rangeland and 500 acres of 
cropland infested, with counts 5-10 per square yard on rangeland. Total of 1,500 
acres of rangeland estimated infested in Marshall County and 2,000 acres in 
Johnston County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). WYOMING - Acres controlled for grasshoppers 
to August 3 as follow : 7,555 in Niobrara County, 10,970 in Ft. Laramie area of 
Goshen County, 2,775 in Rockeagle area of Goshen County and 2,430 in Rockeagle 
area of Platte County. Infestations also reported northeast of Wheatland, west 
of Guernsey and northeast of Guernsey, all in or near Platte County. (Spackman). 
UTAH - Grasshopper damage continues in large area of San Juan area, and in many 
parts of Juab, Millard, Cache and Salt Lake Counties. Me lanoplus Sanguinipes, 

M. bivittatus, M. femurrubrum and Camnula pellucida species most commonly 
encountered in Juab, Utah, Davis and Box Elder Counties. (Knowlton). NEVADA - 
Grasshoppers, mostly Me lanoplus Sanguinipes and Oedaleonotus enigma, averaged 
15-30 per Square yard in an alfalfa seed field in Kings River Valley, Humboldt 
County. (Earnist). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - DELAWARE - Adults increased in black- 
light traps in Sussex County; averaged over 6 per night. Fresh egg masses found 
on corn throughout State. (Burbutis). MARYLAND - Larval infestations generally 
light in midseason and late-planted field and sweet corn. Second-generation 
moths increased considerably over mid-July on Eastern Shore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
NEW YORK - Few second-generation moths observed in Hudson Valley, but no eggs 
seen. Smallest larvae found in fourth stage, with majority of larvae in fifth 
stage. Very few larvae present on corn in Erie County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., 

July 30). ILLINOIS - First-generation survey completed. Number of borers 

per 100 plants by counties 6.4 in Boone, 17 in Ogle, 7.6 in De Kalb, 1.8 in 
Whiteside, 6 in’ Bureau, 5.4 in La Salle; 37.2 in Mercer, 21.2) in) Knox, 2.7 1 
Kankakee, 5.6 in Iroquois, 6 in Livingston, 4.8 in McLean, 3.4 in McDonough, 

0.4 in Logan and Christian, O in Champaign, 1.8 in Sangamon and Greene, and 

3.6 in Macoupin. Development of borers in northeast and east central districts 
5.7 percent in third instar, 5.7 percent fourth instar, 57.2! percent fiitth) 2a- 
star, 17.1 percent pupa and 14.3 percent empty cases. Few egg masses observed 
as far north as De Kalb County. In northwest, one heavily infested early field 
had 100 percent pupation and 56 percent emergence. Second generation expected 
to be heavier than in 1961. Highest population of first generation presently 

in an area west of U. S. Highway 51 andnorthof a line drawn through Bloomington 
and Pekin. (111. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI - Second-brood populations light in 
central and northwest areas, Some moth activity and a few egg masses observed, 
but very few larvae. Larvae first to third stages. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 
SOUTH DAKOTA - Average percent infestation and number of borers per plant by 
counties as follows: Codington - 60 and 6 (first to fourth instar), Grant - 14 
and 1 (first and second instars), Day - 33 and 4 (first to fourth instar), 
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Edmunds - 33 and 3 (second to fifth instar), Walworth - 5 and 1 (first to third 
instar) , Corson —- 0 and 0, Perkins - O and 0, Hughes — 6 and 0.25 (pupae). 
Height of corn varied 53-75 inches. (Hintz). Larvae collected in oats in 
Brookings County on agronomy plots at State College. Populations scattered 

and as high as 3 per stem. (Walstrom). MINNESOTA - Borers per 100 plants 26 

in southeast, 46 in south central, 200 in southwest, 286 in west central and 

96 in northwest. Development mostly fourth and fifth instars in southeast, 
south central and southwest, with a few pupae; second, third and fourth instars 
in west central; and second and third instars in northwest. First emergence of 
second-generation moths observed in Nobles County. Stalk breakage may be severe 
this year. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Development from dissected corn showed 
most larvae in fifth stage. Some fields had high percentage of feeding, with 
some breakage already present. Very few larvae found in ears, most being in 
stalks or crawling on outside of plants. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - IDAHO - Present throughout corn fields in south- 
western area. First generation mostly complete. Infestations variable on 
field-to-field basis, with heaviest damage recorded in some sweet corn for can- 
ning and in some hybrid sweet corn seed fields. Sweet corn fields frequently 
showing near 20 percent damage; field corn exhibits variable damage on a 
field-to-field basis, with damage estimates varying 2-7 percent; seed corn 
varieties, such as Dominator and Jubilee, exhibit only light infestations. It 

is noteworthy that these damage estimates are based on first generation. It is 
possible, therefore, that second-generation larvae could cause much greater 
damage to both hybrid seed corn fields and field corn. (Gittins). OREGON - Adults 
made first seasonal appearance in Willamette Valley week of July 29. Specimens 
collected in a blacklight trap at Wilsonville on July 30. (Larson). NEVADA - 
Only occasional specimen found in corn in Gerlach area, Washoe County. (Bechtel, 
Lukens). UTAH - Moderate numbers of moths coming to blacklight traps at Ogden, 
Benjamin and Salem in canning corn areas of northern and north central portions 
of State. (Knowlton). Early sweet corn in Davis County 16-23 percent infested, 
average 20 percent. One field south of Farmington 5 percent infested. Corn in 
canning districts 10-15 percent infested, with counts 15-20 percent at Hooper, 
Weber County. (Dorst, Knowlton). NEW MEXICO - Larvae present in alfalfa in 
Dona Ana and Sierra Counties; averaged 4-12 per 100 sweeps. Moderately heavy 
infestations feeding on stalks and tassels of young corn in Espanola Valley, 

Rio Arriba and Santa Fe Counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - Continues to 
damage terminals of young sorghum in Pauls Valley, Ardmore, Chickasha (south 
central) , Muskogee (east central) and Ponca City (north central) areas. Some 
buildup observed in experimental plots in Stratford area, south central. Generally 
light, highest 180 per 100 heads, in Grady-Caddo County area. Activity also 
reported from some southern, southwest, west central and north central areas. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). ARKANSAS - Very light in soybeans. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 
MINNESOTA -—- Reported quite heavy in. market sweet corn in Chisago County; only 
trace numbers found in field corn in southwest. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). NEW YORK - 
Abundance during August not expected to be as high as predicted earlier in 
Hudson Valley. Weather conditions not favorable for buildup. Caged moths 
emerged between July 21 and 27 in area. None found in light traps. (N. Y. Wkly. 
Rpt., July 30). MARYLAND - Increasing steadily, up to 36 percent, in sweet corn 
ears in Queen Annes County on August 1. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Adults 
increasing in blacklight trap collections in Sussex County. (Burbutis). 


SUGARCANE BORER (Diatraea saccharalis) - TEXAS - Adults very numerous’ in rice 
fields in Jackson County. (Wilson). LOUISIANA - Infestations extremely low for 
time of year; however, borers found in almost any field of sugarcane. Highest 
counts of second-generation borers found in lower parts of Terrebonne Parish; 

10 percent in few cuts of cane. One 6-percent infestation found in St. John 

the Baptist Parish. Spot treatments made. (Dry, Cancienne; July 13). 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - NORTH DAKOTA - Infestations reported from 
Dunn, Golden Valley, Mercer, McLean and Burleigh Counties. Heavy foliage feeding 
and some beard stripping occurred on small grains. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). NEW YORK - 
Minor pest of sweet corn in Hudson Valley. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). 
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FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - DELAWARE - First young larvae of season 
fairly common on corn in area of Sussex County. (Burbutis). ALABAMA - Very 
heavy populations continue to cause alarm in practically every county south of 
Montgomery. Many pastures and soybeans completely defoliated. (Helm, Seibels, 
Buttram). TEXAS - Appearing as budworms in late grain sorghum in Brazos and 
Burleson Counties; 30-80 percent of plants infested. (Randolph). 


SORGHUM WEBWORM (Celama sorghiella) - OKLAHOMA - Averaged 5 per head on sorghum 
at Blackwell, north central area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


SOD WEBWORMS - CONNECTICUT - Frequent inquiries received concerning control on 
lawns. (Bobb). RHODE ISLAND - Crambus sp. adults in flight on August 2. (Kerr). 
NEBRASKA - Adult activity of Crambus spp. and egg laying very noticeable 
presently, with many lawns showing damage in eastern third of State. (Bergman). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - DELAWARE - Present on corn in area 
of New Castle County. (Burbutis 


A NOCTUID (Simyra henrici) - ILLINOIS - Low populations in 3.3 percent of corn 
fields in northeast and 10 percent of fields in east. (111. Ins. Rpt.). 


CUTWORMS - CONNECTICUT - Numerous inquiries. received concerning controls in 
lawns. (Bobb). OHIO - Undetermined species abundant in many turf areas through- 
out State. (Polivka). TEXAS - Moderate, local populations of Feltia subterranea 
causing light damage to Bermuda grass lawns in Ector County. (Harbin). 


CORN ROOTWORMS (Diabrotica spp.) - NEBRASKA - Adult feeding continues on nearly 
all crops, with high populations in oat and wheat stubble fields with recent 
growths of weeds. Soil counts ranged 8-32 per plant in Clay and York Counties 
where adults have been present past 5 weeks; mostly prepupae and pupae. Nearly 
all corn pollinated, with reduced danger of adult feeding on silks. (Bergman). 
MISSOURI = Adults common on silks of corn throughout northern area. Predominant 
species still D. longicornis, but D. unmdecimpunctata howardi present in most 
fields. Counts on green silks in northwest ranged 0-20 plus per ear. In this 
area, D. virgifera light in all fields with susceptible silks. Adults of 

D. virgifera found in Andrew and De Kalb Counties for first time. (Munson, 

Thomas, Wood). ILLINOIS - D. longicornis adults in 55 percent of corn fields 

in northeast district and 33.3 percent of fields in east district. D. undecim- 
punctata howardi adults in 15 percent of corn fields in northeast and 33.3 

percent of fields in east. (111. Ins. Rpt.). MINNESOTA - Rootworm damage not very 
noticeable so far this year. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). NEW YORK - Occasional rootworm ~ 
adults found on untreated corn silks in Hudson Valley. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - MARYLAND - Abundant and causing 
noticeable injury to large field of corn at Buckeystown, Frederick County. 
CUp Made init Depts). 


DESERT CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema ectypa) - ARIZONA - Adults heavy and 
damaging young sorghum in some central area fields. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


A FLEA BEETLE —- TEXAS -— Undetermined species very heavy on newly emerging grain 
sorghum in experimental plots in Brazos County. (Randolph). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - OHIO - Several reports of adults attacking 
silks of both sweet and field corn received from Wayne County. (Rings, Cannon). 
NEW YORK - Occasional clusters of adults seen on untreated sweet corn silks in 
Hudson Valley. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). VIRGINIA - Adults severe in field 
of corn in Greene County. (Helland). Feeding on alfalfa in Campbell County, 

but damage insignificant. (Tarpley, Rosell, C. E. Carson). 


NITIDULIDS - NEW MEXICO - Very abundant among corn tassels in Espanola Valley, 
Rio Arriba County; species probably Conotelus mexicanus. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
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‘BLACK BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta pennsylvanica) - ILLINOIS - Averaged 40 adults per 
100 ear tips in cornfield in La Salle County; 4-5 adults common on an ear where 
‘they were feeding on and cutting silks from tip of ear. (I11. Ins. Rpt.). 


‘SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) - OKLAHOMA - Very light population present 
last week in test plots at Stratford absent this week, possibly due to rains. 
‘None observed on sorghum checked in central area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - 
‘Adults very numerous in Brazos and Burleson County area. Grain sorghum just 
beginning to head has heavy populations and will be severely damaged. (Randolph). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - COLORADO - Colonies present on corn 

and have slowed development of tassel on 1-2 plants per 10 plants in Larimer 

and Weld Counties. (Jenkins). OKLAHOMA - Heavy, spotted populations on young 
sorghum in field in Chickasha area; buildup not evident in other fields checked. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). NORTH DAKOTA - Counts 200-300 in barleyfield in Langdon area; 
development of barley in late boot stage. Predators, mainly lady beetles and 
lacewings, building up and helping to keep populations down. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 
ILLINOIS - Light in 30 percent of fields in northeast and east districts. (I11l. 
Ins. Rpt.). INDIANA - Found on corn in vicinity of Evansville. Corn 75 percent 
infested, with 20 percent severely infested week of July 23. (Everly). OHIO - 
Colonies building up on late=planted corn, with some damage to tassels occurring. 
Observed on early corn also, but not in any large colonies. (Cannon). DELAWARE - 
Becoming very numerous on corn in most areas of State. (Burbutis). VIRGINIA - 
Heavy on grain sorghum and some corn in section of Prince George County. Predators 
effective. (Harris). ; 


ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) - NORTH DAKOTA - Averaged 100 per 
sweep on flax near Grafton. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


GREENBUG (Toxoptera graminum) - SOUTH DAKOTA —- Ranged 15-75 per 10 sweeps on oats 
and wheat in Corson County. (Hintz). NORTH DAKOTA - Causing damage to late-planted 
grain crops in south northeastern areas. Counts of this species and Macrosiphum 
granarium averaged 300 per linear foot in field of durum wheat near Edmore; 

T. graminum dominant. T. graminum severe on scattered fields of late-planted 
grain in Pembina County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - Counts 1,500 per 100 
Sweeps on late-seeded small grains in northwest. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


CHINCH BUGS - CONNECTICUT - Frequent inquiries received concerning control in 
lawns. (Bobb). OHIO - Blissus leucopterus hirtus not as abundant in turf areas 
as in previous 3 years. (Polivka). LOUISIANA - Excessive rains during early 
part of season reduced considerably the damage to St. Augustine grass lawns by 
B. leucopterus insularis; however, damage expected unless treatments applied now 
that rains have abated in some areas. (Dry, Cancienne, July 13). TEXAS - B. 
leucopterus insularis continues a problem in much of eastern half of State; 
latest report from Liberty County. (Newton). 


RICE STINK BUG (Oebalus pugnax pugnax) - ARKANSAS - Decreased in rice fields in 
Lonoke County. (Dinkins). 


SIX-SPOTTED LEAFHOPPER (Macrosteles fascifrons) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Averaged 22 per 
10 sweeps on oats in Corson County. (Hintz). NORTH DAKOTA - Adults 2 per 10 
Sweeps on flax near Ardoch. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


A THRIPS (Limothrips denticornis) - NORTH DAKOTA - Observed in fields of grain 
of various kinds; 5 per stem on barley near Bottineau and 10 per stem on barley 
gear Minto. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


WHEAT CURL MITE (Aceria tulipae) - KANSAS - Counts of 2-3 colonies per square 
yard of volunteer wheat made in Meade County, southwest. Colonies of 50-200 or 
more present throughout a large field of volunteer wheat. A single large colony 
found on a very old volunteer wheat plant in Rooks County, north central. 
(Somsen) . 
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TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - COLORADO - Causing damage to 
upper leaves of corn in Arkansas River Valley. Controls being applied in some 
fields. In Weld and Larimer Counties, trace numbers and slight damage observed 
on lower leaves of corn and, in a few fields, causing noticeable damage to third 
and fourth leaves in spotty areas. (Jenkins, Schweissing). UTAH - Increasing in 
some sweet and field corn fields in Utah County. (Knowlton). 


A BERMUDA GRASS MITE (Aceria neocynodonis) - ARIZONA - Infestations heavy in 
untreated Bermuda grass lawns Statewide. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - OREGON - Appears moderate in Jackson and Klamath 
County alfalfa; counts averaged 5 per sweep week ending July 29. (Capizzi). 
IDAHO —- Extremely abundant from Canyon County eastward to Twin Falls County. 
Populations still low in Power County. In Parma area, lady beetles extremely 
abundant, with large numbers in pupal stage. Lacewings and syrphid larvae 
numerous in all areas. (Manis). WYOMING - Averaged 280 per 100 sweeps in 
alfalfa in Albany County. (Fullerton). SOUTH DAKOTA - General in northern 

half of State; 8-50 per 10 sweeps on various forage crops. (Hintz). NORTH 
DAKOTA —- Present in most alfalfa, but predators apparently keeping populations 
at low levels. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). NEVADA - None found in Gerlach area, Washoe 
County. (Bechtel, Lukens). Only occasional specimen found in Smoky Valley, 

Nye County, but averaged 10-20 per sweep in alfalfa seed fields in Reese River 
Valley, Lander County. (Parker). NEW MEXICO - Light to moderate in Taos County 
alfalfa; honeydew a problem. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). COLORADO - Light, 100-300 per 
100 sweeps, on alfalfa in Larimer and Weld Counties. (Jenkins). KANSAS - Aver- 
aged 5 per sweep in alfalfa in east central and northeast areas. (Peters). 
ILLINOIS -— Remains very scarce in clover and alfalfa in east district; 100-700 
per 100 sweeps. (I11. Ins. Rpt.). DELAWARE - Common to abundant on alfalfa in 
Sussex County. (Burbutis).- MARYLAND - Apparently cool weather favorable for 
buildups. Ranged 100-200 per sweep in some fields in Frederick and Howard 
Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - OKLAHOMA - Generally very light to 
medium in central and southwest areas. Winged forms observed in Grady-Caddo 
County area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS - Not found in alfalfa checked in east 
central and northeast areas. (Peters). SOUTH DAKOTA - Increased to 51 per 100 
sweeps in Charles Mix County. (Walstrom). OREGON - Not found in Klamath County 
to August 4. (Capizzi). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - OREGON - Have been abundant in Klamath County alfalfa 
seed fields, with controls applied in many fields during late July. Adults 
averaged 10-12 per sweep in hay fields August 1. (Capizzi). NEVADA - Varied 
40-60 per sweep in alfalfa seed field in Kings River Valley, Humboldt County. 
(Earnist). Averaged 18-22 per sweep on alfalfa in Gerlach area, Washoe County. 
(Bechtel, Lukens). Averaged 5 per sweep in Smoky Valley, Nye County, and varied 
7-15 per sweep in seed alfalfa in Reese River Valley, Lander County. (Parker). 
UTAH - Averaged 2-5 per sweep in 350 acres of alfalfa for seed west of Utah Lake 
in Utah County; nymphs very numerous; 80 percent L. elisus. (Knowlton). COLO- 
RADO - Light on alfalfa in Larimer and Weld Counties; 10-40 per 100 sweeps. 
(Jenkins). WYOMING - Counts per 100 sweeps averaged 42 adults and 28 nymphs in 
alfalfa in Albany County. (Fullerton. NORTH DAKOTA - Counts 2-5 per Sweep on 
alfalfa near Minnewaukan, Benson County; L. lineolaris dominant. (N.D.Ins.Sur.). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - NEW JERSEY - Some yellowing of alfalfa 
appearing. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., July 31). DELAWARE - Very high on large alfalfa- 
field in Sussex County; counts averaged 20-25 adults and nymphs per sweep. 
(Burbutis). MARYLAND - Populations high, over 50 per sweep, in some untreated 
fields ready to cut in Howard and Queen Annes Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
VIRGINIA — All stages medium on alfalfa at locality in Appomattox County. 
(Smith). Light on alfalfa locally in Campbell and Bedford Counties. (Tarpley, 
Rowell). Causing damage to peanuts in James City County. (Bryant). ILLINOIS - 
Varied 280-300 adults and 140-1,120 nymphs per 100 sweeps in clover and alfalfa 
in east district. (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Adults and nymphs abundant in 
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scattered alfalfa fields in sections of State. Yellowing most pronounced in 
lighter soiled areas and along margins and in higher portions of fields. Fields 
in parts of Grant, La Crosse, Monroe, Juneau and Trempealeau Counties half 
yellowed. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


CLOVER LEAFHOPPER (Aceratagallia sanguinolenta) - MARYLAND - Ranged 5-10 per 
sweep on alfalfa in Queen Annes County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - ALABAMA - Numerous in 
fields of white clover in Tallapoosa and Coosa Counties; nearby alfalfa being 
harvested. (Barwood). ARKANSAS - Averaged 5 per 30 feet of row in soybeans. 
(Ark. Ins. Sur.). TEXAS - Moderate, local infestations of 10-17 per sweep on 
alfalfa in Brazos and Burleson Counties. (Randolph). 


PLANT BUGS - SOUTH DAKOTA —- Lygus spp., Adelphocoris rapidus and A. lineolatus 
distributed throughout State; counts 9-45 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa. (Hintz). 
WISCONSIN - Principally A. lineolatus, averaged as high as 6 per sweep in 
southwestern and western areas. Many of nymphs of this species half grown and 
new generation of adults present in more advanced fields. A. rapidus populations 
not aS prevalent, but newly full-grown forms becoming more noticeable. (Wis. Ins. 
Bur.) . 


STINK BUGS - ARKANSAS - Averaged 3.5 per 30 feet of row on soybeans. (Ark. Ins. 
Sur.). UTAH - Chlorochroa sayi damage has been very light this year on small 
grains. Occasional moderate numbers in alfalfa seed fields in Millard and Box 
Elder Counties. (Knowlton). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - VIRGINIA - Light to medium-heavy larval infes- 
tation found in several fields of alfalfa ready for third and fourth cuttings 
near Rustburg, Campbell County. (Rowell, Tarpley, Ellis, C. E. Carson). Also 
reported causing light to medium damage in Appomattox and Buckingham Counties. 
(E. W. Carson, C. E. Carson). This is unusual situation. Believed to be first 
instance of larvae causing considerable damage to alfalfa in State after first 
cutting. (Rowell). MARYLAND - Larvae light on alfalfa in Frederick County. 

(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). COLORADO - Larvae very light on alfalfa in fields checked; 
40-60 per 100 sweeps and 30 percent parasitized. (Jenkins), 


A SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata tenella) - NEW MEXICO - 
Adults averaged 8-23 per 100 sweeps in Dona Ana County alfalfa. (N. M. Coop. 
Rpt.) . 


STRIPED FLEA BEETLE (Phyllotreta striolata) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Averaged 6 per 10 
Sweeps on alfalfa in Perkins County. (Hintz). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - ARKANSAS - Very light on soybeans; 
averaged about 1 adult per 30 feet of row. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - VIRGINIA - All stages causing 
damage to soybeans in James City County. (Bryant). GEORGIA - Infestations of 
Soybeans heavy in Effingham County. (Clifton). Moderate to heavy on soybeans 
in Macon County. (Johnson). 


A STRIPED BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta sp.) - TEXAS - Numerous on alfalfa in Brazos 
and Burleson Counties; causing apparent damage. (Randolph). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - GEORGIA - Severe damage to 
peanuts, beans and southern peas noted in Turner County. (Miles). Damage to corn 
and southern peas heavy in Treutlen County. (Moore). Infestation on soybeans 
heavy in Crisp County. (Johnson). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - OKLAHOMA - Continues light in late-planted 
_Soybeans in Mayes County; some controls applied. Also reported in alfalfa in 
'Washita and Stephens Counties. Only very light numbers observed in alfalfa 
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in central area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Occasional larva observed and 
adults very numerous in alfalfa in Brazos and Burleson Counties. (Randolph). 


WEBWORMS (Loxostege spp.) - KANSAS —- Traces of webbing and damage noted in 
several fields of alfalfa in east central and northeast areas. (Peters). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - MARYLAND - Ranged 3-5 per 10 sweeps on 
alfalfa in Queen Annes County; light, but increasing on soybeans in Worcester 
County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Counts 2 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa 
in Perkins County. (Hintz). ARKANSAS - Averaged 4 per 30 feet of row in soy- 
beans. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - ALABAMA - Defoliated soybeans 
to a large extent in southern area. (Buttram). 


WESTERN YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia praefica) - NEVADA - Medium to heavy 
on alfalfa north and southwest of Gerlach, Washoe County; mostly last instar. 
(Bechtel, Lukens). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - TEXAS - Ranged 8-30 per sweep on alfalfa in 
Brazos and Burleson Counties. (Randolph). 


ALFALFA LOOPER (Autographa californica) - COLORADO - Light on alfalfa in Weld 
County; 10-20 per 100 sweeps. (Jenkins). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - OREGON - Adults numerous in Klamath 
County alfalfa; larvae rare. (Capizzi). UTAH - Spottedly numerous in Utah County © 
alfalfa. (Knowlton). COLORADO - Larvae light, 40 per 100 sweeps, in Larimer and 
Weld Counties. (Jenkins). NEW MEXICO - Adults abundant in Dona Ana County alfalfa. 
Larvae averaged 14-30 per 100 sweeps. Minor damage noted. Light infestations | 
found in Eddy County alfalfa. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - Larvae 1-4 per sweep 
in Burleson County alfalfa. (Randolph). 


THRIPS - UTAH - Numerous on second-crop alfalfa for seed in Utah County west of 
Utah Lake. (Knowlton). 


BUCK MOTH (Hemileuca maia) - TEXAS - Larvae attacking several thousand acres of 
rangeland post oaks and live oaks in central area during April identified as 
this species by H. W. Capps. (Newton). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


ORCHARD MITES - NEW YORK - Panonychus ulmi continues locally troublesome in 
Clinton County, a serious problem in many orchards in Niagara County and persis-— 
tent in Orleans and Monroe Counties. Tetranychus telarius becoming more notice- 
able in a few locations in Clinton County and building up in Niagara County. 
Epitrimerus pyri continues scarce in Niagara and Clinton Counties. Aculus 
schlechtendali showing up in eastern Orleans County. Eriophyes pyri controls 
failed on pears in Orleans County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). INDIANA - 
Difficult and costly to maintain orchard mite controls in Vincennes area, Knox 
County. (Hamilton, July 31). Population pressures accelerated in several south 
central counties due to drought conditions. (Marshall, July 31). MISSOURI - 
Spider mites relatively heavy in several peach orchards in southeastern area; 
present in most parts of State but under control, eSpecially on apple foliage. 
(Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). NEW MEXICO - Tetranychus spp. light to moderate and 
damaging apple foliage in numerous Bernalillo County orchards. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.) 
UTAH - Eriophyes pyri conspicuously marking some apple and pear foliage in few 
orchards in Orem-Lindon area, Utah County, and in Nephi area, Juab County. 
(Knowlton). CALIFORNIA - Control treatments for P. ulmi not consistent, indica- 
ting possible development of resistance. (V. Strombler, Cal. Pac.). OREGON - 

T. telarius caused severe injury in number of pear orchards in Jackson County; 
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browning of leaves and leaf drop moderate to severe. Treatments previously 
effective now erratic, but generally unsatisfactory. Multiple applications of 
short-residual miticides now applied, with promising results. (Capizzi). 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - VERMONT - Emergence continues; recent 

rains favored activity. (MacCollom). NEW YORK - Small numbers appearing and no 
significant increase anticipated in eastern part of State; apparently there will 
be no true peak this year. Largest number emerged June 25, nearest thing to peak 
occurred July 14. Some protection still needed in eastern area,but none needed 
after August 15, except in orchards subject to influx of adults from outside 
sources. Apples with traces of maggots found July 18 in untreated trees and in 
inadequately treated trees nearby in Clinton County; adults ovipositing in wild 
apples near treated orchard July 26. Emergence steady in Niagara County since 
rain; sex ratio about even. Peak emergence in county July 25. Numbers decreasing 
in Monroe County but still quite lively. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). CONNECTICUT - 
One of the major control problems for home fruit growers. (Bobb). WISCONSIN - 
Adults appearing in small numbers in untreated orchards in Winnebago County; 
population appears smaller than this time in 1961. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - 
Appearance continues in traps in southeastern area; controls recommended. (Minn. 
fins Rpit.)) . 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - NEW JERSEY - Second-brood entries noted 

in Gloucester County July 26; second-brood injury predicted in southern and 
central counties. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., July 31). NEW YORK - Flight erratic in 
eastern part of State with no continuous upward trend evident; however, second- 
brood moths appearing in Significant numbers. Entries expected by July 30. 
Fairly heavy flight of second brood July 24 in Niagara County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., 
July 30). INDIANA - Between broods; only occasional adult trapped in Vincennes 
area, Knox County. (Hamilton, July 31). MISSOURI - Second-brood activity appar- 
ently at low point; partial third brood due about time Jonathan harvest starts. 
Wkly... Rpt. Fr. Grs.). 


RED-BANDED LEAF ROLLER (Argyrotaenia velutinana) - MISSOURI - Pupae in Kansas 
City area indicate another brood may be present when harvest begins; some 
reported in northwestern area also. (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). 


ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - CALIFORNIA - High adult populations 
taken in traps, but little fruit and terminal damage occurring at present in 
Marysville area, Yuba County, in Merced County, and in Huson-Modesto areas, San 
Joaquin County. (V. Strombler). MISSOURI - Occasionally found in peaches in 
southeastern area. (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). INDIANA - Peak adult activity July 25 
in Vincennes area, Knox County. (Hamilton). NEW YORK - Few second-brood adults 
taken in bait traps in Niagara County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). 


UNSPOTTED TENTIFORM LEAF MINER (Callisto geminatella) - INDIANA - Caused severe 
damage to 9-acre orchard near Indianapolis, Marion County; apparently an isolated 
case. (Hamilton, July 31). 


LEAF CRUMPLER (Acrobasis indigenella) - TEXAS - Specimens collected April 22 
determined this species by H. W. Capps; caused moderate, local damage by boring 
into twigs of plum trees in Wharton County. (Newton). 


PEACH TREE BORER (Sanninoidea exitiosa) - NEW MEXICO - Light damage in peach 
orchards near Belen, Valencia County; control good in most cases. (N. M. Coop. 
Rpt.). 


PEACH TWIG BORER (Anarsia lineatella) - CALIFORNIA - Continues troublesome in 
most peach-growing areas of State; larvae in fruit small. (V. Strombler). 


WALNUT HUSK FLY (Rhagoletis completa) - UTAH - Reared from peach fruit collected 
at Ogden, Weber County, September 16, 1961. Det. by R. H. Foote. This is first 

- record of pest in peaches in State. Presently an important pest of walnuts from 
Brigham to Provo, north central area. (Knowlton, Davis).

SHOT-HOLE BORER (Scolytus rugulosus) - NEW MEXICO - Beginning heavy buildup, 
especially on peach trees damaged by peach tree borer, in Valencia County. 
(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


APPLE SEED CHALCID (Torymus druparum) - NEW YORK - Numerous larvae found in 
seeds of wild apples near treated trees in Clinton County, July 24. (N. Y. Wkly.

PEAR PSYLLA (Psylla pyricola) - CALIFORNIA - Light to heavy on pear trees in 
Manton, Tehama County, and heavy on pear trees in Glenn, Glenn County; first 
record for Glenn County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). OREGON - Rare in pear orchards in 
Jackson County. (Capizzi). CONNECTICUT - One of the major control problems 
for home fruit growers. (Bobb). RHODE ISLAND - All stages found on untreated 
pear in Johnston, Providence County. (Mathewson). 


APPLE APHID (Aphis pomi) - VERMONT - A problem in many orchards. (MacCollom). 


SAN JOSE SCALE (Aspidiotus perniciosus) - UTAH - Infested apple orchard in 
Lindon, Utah County. (Knowlton). 


THRIPS - CALIFORNIA - Results of early damage, probably caused by Frankliniella 
occidentalis, now showing on peach foliage as deformed leaf margins and some 
terminal damage. (V. Strombler). 


A JAPANESE WEEVIL (Calomycterus setarius) - WISCONSIN - Considerable feeding 
noted on peach leaves in Madison area, Dane County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.) 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - INDIANA - Nests more abundant than usual on 
all species of nut trees; prevalent from central part of State southward. 
(Hamilton, July 31). NEW MEXICO - Caused minor damage to foliage in orchards 
in Espanola Valley, Rio Arriba County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


A WALNUT HUSK FLY (Rhagoletis suavis) - INDIANA - Big increases in trap captures 
July 20-27 in Carpathian and black walnut groves; emergence first occurred in 
Knox County June 6-13. Controls recommended. (Hamilton). 


MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY (Ceratitis capitata) - MEXICO - Total of 3,281 trap 
inspections of 1,663 traps in States of Chiapas, Sinaloa and Sonora negative. 
(PPC, Mex. Reg., June Rpt.). 


MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens) - MEXICO - Traps in Tijuana, Baja California, 
yielded one adult each on June 6 and 28. Eradication program continues; first 
coverage completed June 13, second coverage started immediately and will continue 
on 21-day schedule. Total of 9,944 trees on 2,016 properties in area of 2,440 
acres treated. (PPC, Mex. Reg., June Rpt.). CALIFORNIA - Fifth bait-spray 
application completed; survey trapping remains negative. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CITRUS BLACKFLY (Aleurocanthus woglumi) — MEXICO - Chemical Control Zone - Inspec- 
tion of 140,401 citrus trees on 2,961 properties in States of Tamaulipas, Nuevo 
Leon and Sonora negative. Eradication activities confined to Allende-—Montemorelos 
areas where 37,534 trees on 316 properties received second spray application and 
15,295 trees on 54 properties received third application. (PPC, Mex. Reg., June 
Rpt.). TEXAS - Surveys, mostly in Cameron, Hidalgo and Starr Counties, continued 
through June. Close checks made in Brownsville, Cameron County, and Weslaco, 
Hidalgo County, which were infested in 1955 and 1956. All surveys to date nega- 
tive. (PPC, So. Reg.). 


Citrus Insect Situation in Florida - End of July - CITRUS RUST MITE (Phyllocop- 
truta oleivora) infested 60 percent of groves (norm 72 percent); 37 percent 
economic (norm 51 percent). Population will increase to average level by 
mid-August and will remain moderately high through month. Highest districts 
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Bartow, west coast, upper east coast, Brooksville and Indian River. TEXAS 
CITRUS MITE (Eutetranychus banksi) infested 80 percent of groves (norm 55 per- 
cent); 53 percent economic (norm 31 percent). “Decreasing trend general and will 
result in light infestations except in scattered groves. Highest districts 
Orlando, Bartow, Gainesville and Brooksville. CITRUS RED MITE (Panonychus 
citri) infested 62 percent of groves (norm 68 percent); 35 percent economic 
(norm 43 percent). Population below average and will decline generally. Highest 
districts west coast, Orlando and Brooksville, PURPLE SCALE (Lepidosaphes beckii) 
infested 75 percent of groves (norm 70 percent); 12 percent economic (norm 12 
percent). Downward trend started. Very few groves will develop destructive 
infestations in next 3 months. FLORIDA RED SCALE (Chrysomphalus aonidum) infested 
41 percent of groves (norm 63 percent); 2 percent economic (norm 21 percent). 
Population level for this time of year lowest in 1l years of record and will 
remain very light in all districts through September. BLACK SCALE (Saissetia 
oleae) infested 84 percent of groves (norm 52 percent); 59 percent economic 
(norm 28 percent). Far above average abundance, but will decrease markedly 
during August in most districts. Highest districts Indian River, upper east 
coast, west coast and Brooksville. GLOVER SCALE (Lepidosaphes gloverii) will 
continue above average abundance despite decrease expected during next 2 months. 
CHAFF SCALE (Parlatoria pergandii) also will decrease slightly but will be more 
widespread than usual. (Simanton, Thompson, Johnson (Citrus Exp. Sta., Lake 
Alfred)). 


BROWN SOFT SCALE (Coccus hesperidum) - TEXAS - Light on 2 properties of citrus 
in Cameron County. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Belcher, Mullins). 


GRAPE BERRY MOTH (Paralobesia viteana) - MISSOURI - Continues active in some 
poorly treated vineyards in Rosati area. (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). DELAWARE - Light 
on grapes locally in Sussex County. (Bray, Burbutis). 


GRAPE ROOT BORER (Vitacea polistiformis) - NEW JERSEY - Adults emerging; controls 
recommended. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., July 31). MISSOURI - Activity decreased but 
another peak anticipated in short time. (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). 


WESTERN GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER (Harrisina brillians) - CALIFORNIA - Second- 
treatment application of season completed July 20; over 30,000 yard hosts 
inspected and third inspection of commercial vineyards in quarantine area 
completed. All inspections negative. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


BLACK-HEADED FIREWORM (Rhopobota naevana) - NEW JERSEY - Flight of second gener- 
ation noted locally in some cranberry bogs. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., July 31). 


A GELECHIID MOTH (Aroga trialbamaculella) - OHIO - Unidentified leaf roller 
larvae reported in CEIR 12(28):761 determined this species by A. F. Braun; 
Species also common on wild huckleberry in meadows adjacent to cultivated blue- 
berry plantings. (Rings). 


A NOTODONTID (Datana sp.) - NEW JERSEY - Larvae prevalent in some blueberry 
fields; controls recommended. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., July 31). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - NEW JERSEY - Prevalent in some blueberry 
fields; controls recommended. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., July 31). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


APHIDS - NEW YORK - Appearing on potatoes in Oswego-Onondaga-Cayuga County area; 
locally very severe on late cabbage and cauliflower. A problem in some cabbage 
fields in Orange County. Winged forms very heavy on cauliflower locally in 

Erie County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). 
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CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - NEW YORK - Young larvae appearing in some 
crucifer fields in western area. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30.). MARYLAND - Light 
to moderate in large acreages of tomatoes at Public Landing, Worcester County. 

(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


FLEA BEETLES - MAINE - Only trace numbers of summer-generation Epitrix cucumeris 
adults present in central and southern Aroostook County potato fields. (Shands 
et al.). VERMONT - Activity of unspecified species causing injury to vegetables. 
(MacCollom). NEW YORK - Systena hudsonias caused injury to beans similar to 
Mexican bean beetle. Unspecified species numerous in upland fields of cabbage 
and peppers in Orange County. Large, one-quarter inch, black species present in 
most untreated bean fields in Livingston County, but not particularly damaging. 
(N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). WISCONSIN - Adults of E. cucumeris appearing on 


potatoes in southeastern area. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). WYOMING — Adults of E. tuberis 
averaged 14 per 100 sweeps in potato fields near Laramie, Albany County. 
(Fullerton). UTAH - Scarce on potatoes examined at Provo-Orem area, Utah County, 
and at Nephi, Juab County. (Knowlton). NEVADA - Unspecified species caused 
severe damage to turnips in Diamond Valley, Eureka County. (Gallaway). 


GARDEN FLEAHOPPER (Halticus bracteatus) - MISSOURI - Becoming troublesome again in 
gardens in central part of State. (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - RHODE ISLAND - Building up in potato fields 
in South Kingstown, Washington County. (Kerr). DELAWARE - Present to common on 
lima beans in some areas of Sussex County. (Burbutis). MARYLAND - Moderate to 
heavy on beans in Queen Annes County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). WISCONSIN - Abundant 
in scattered bean fields in State. Untreated potatoes in southwestern and western 
areas show severe "hopperburn";many potatoplantings dead. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
COLORADO - Trace numbers on potatoes; 4 per 100 sweeps in Weld County. (Jenkins). 


SLUGS - WISCONSIN - Causing considerable concern over scattered areas of State; 
feeding on cabbage, corn, beans and other crops. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


STINK BUGS - SOUTH CAROLINA - Caused serious damage to lima beans and seriously 
affecting tomatoes in Saluda County. (Nettles et al.). 


WESTERN YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia praefica) - CALIFORNIA - Medium in 
tomato-growing areas in Yolo, Sacramento, San Joaquin and Merced Counties. 

(V. Strombler) NEVADA - Destroyed small rhubarb planting southwest of Gerlach, 
Washoe County. (Bechtel, Lukens). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - NEW YORK - Developing resistance to some 
controls on potatoes in Suffolk County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). MARYLAND - 
Light to moderate on peppers, but increasing in some fields in Worcester and 
Wicomico Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). WISCONSIN - Colonies appearing on 
peppers in Walworth and Marquette Counties. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). COLORADO - Absent 
on potato fields checked in Weld County. (Jenkins). UTAH - Moderately numerous 
on potatoes in Provo-Pleasant Grove area, Utah County, and at Nephi, Juab County. 
(Knowlton). IDAHO - Becoming numerous in home gardens at Grace, Caribou County; 
few winged forms noted. (Manis). 


POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - UTAH - Nymphs scarce on potatoes and 
tomatoes in Utah and Juab Counties. (Knowlton). WYOMING - Survey yielded 1 
adult and 2 nymphs in potato fields near Laramie, Albany County; adults averaged 
1 per 100 sweeps in survey of matrimonyvine at Laramie. (Fullerton). 


Potato Aphids in Maine - Increased from average of 0.6 to 2.1 aphids on 3 leaves 
per plant in central and southern Aroostook County. Average percent of plants in- 
fested increased from 19 to 39. Although BUCKTHORN APHID (Aphis nasturtii) and 
POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) most numerous and about equal abundance, 
potato aphid infests 30 percent and buckthorn aphid only 14 percent of the plants. 
GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) more numerous than FOXGLOVE APHID (M. solani) 
but each infests about 8 percent of plants. Survey in 13 commercial fields in 
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central and southern Aroostook County on August 2 revealed overall infestations 
very light except in one field at Sherman Station where appreciable numbers con- 
sisting largely of buckthorn aphid. Green peach aphid very scarce, found in 4 
fields; buckthorn aphid also very spotty with generally small numbers. Foxglove 
aphid generally scarce but more widespread than usual.

Burlington area. (MacCollom). COLORADO - Very light on potatoes in Weld County; 
4 per 100 sweeps. (Jenkins). IDAHO - Spotty in experimental potato plots at 
Pnccon Experiment Station, Bingham County; all stages present but damage light. 
Manis). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - CALIFORNIA - Medium in tomato-growing areas 
of Yolo, Sacramento, San Joaquin and Merced Counties. (V. Strombler). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - MARYLAND - First entry of season 
noted July 25 in peppers in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - RHODE ISLAND - Feeding on tomatoes in garden in 
Providence, Providence County. (Mathewson). ‘ 


TOMATO FRUITWORM (Heliothis zea) - CALIFORNIA - Medium in tomato-growing areas 
of Yolo, Sacramento, San Joaquin and Merced Counties. (V. Strombler). UTAH - 
Absent on tomato plants in northern canning areas. (Dorst,’ Knowlton). 


TOMATO PINWORM (Keiferia lycopersicella) - CALIFORNIA - Caused local damage to 
tomato plantings in Sacramento River District in Yolo and Sacramento Counties, 
and in Stockton area, San Joaquin County; some control difficulty experienced. 
(V. Strombler). 


VARIEGATED CUTWORM (Peridroma saucia) - IOWA - Attacking tomatoes in central 
area. (Iowa Ins. Inf.). 


TOMATO RUSSET MITE (Aculus lycopersici) - CALIFORNIA - Appearing in most 
tomato-growing areas; control not difficult. (V. Strombler). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - MARYLAND - Continues serious on 
beans in home gardens over State. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Feeding 
injury heavy in large field of lima beans in Sussex County. (Burbutis). 

NEW MEXICO - Extremely heavy and severely injured foliage, often killing 

bean plants, in gardens and fields in Espanola Valley, Rio Arriba and Santa Fe 
Counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). COLORADO - Damaged 2 out of 10 plants in bean 
fields checked in Larimer and Weld Counties; no stages found. (Jenkins). 

UTAH - Damaged many home gardens in Cache and Salt Lake Counties. (Knowlton). 


BEAN APHID (Aphis fabae) - MARYLAND - Moderate on large acreage of late lima 
beans in Queen Annes County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). WASHINGTON - Colonies 
moderate on beans and several weeds in gardens at Sumner, Pierce County. 
(Doucette). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - NEW YORK - Adults with few nymphs 
general on beans in Livingston County. .(N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). 


PEA LEAF MINER (Liriomyza langei) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy development in commercial 
tomato plantings; extent of damage this early could reduce production in many 
instances in Yolo-Dixon area, Yolo County, and Stockton-Tracy area, San Joaquin 
County. (V. Strombler). 
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PEA MOTH (Laspeyresia nigricana) - WASHINGTON - Infested 6 percent of pea pods 
in garden in Sumner, Pierce County. (Doucette). 


BEET WEBWORM (Loxostege sticticalis) - UTAH - Largest flight of season noted at 
blacklight trap at Ogden, Weber County, July 25. (Knowlton). 


A JAPANESE WEEVIL (Calomycterus setarius) - WISCONSIN - Considerable feeding 
noted on beets in Madison area, Dane County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


CABBAGE APHID (Brevicoryne brassicae) - NEW YORK - Much more numerous than 
usual on research plots at Geneva, Ontario County; checking of cabbage fields 
in western area urged. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). 


IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM (Pieris rapae) - MARYLAND - Severe on unprotected crucifers 
in home gardens over State. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). WISCONSIN - Adults common and 
Ovipositing on commercial cabbage in southeastern area week of July 25; larvae 
very common in most plantings with several severely injured. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
UTAH - Caused moderate damage in Salt Lake and Cache Counties. (Knowlton). 


DIAMONDBACK MOTH (Plutella maculipennis) - NORTH DAKOTA - Continues active on 
mustard near Minnewaukan, Benson County; averaged 2 larvae per 10 sweeps. (N. D. 
Ins, SWEPS))s 


ONION THRIPS (Thrips tabaci) - COLORADO - Ranged 20-60 per plant on dry onions 
in Weld County; slight leaf damage in some fields. (Jenkins). 


ONION MAGGOT (Hylemya antigua) - UTAH - Destroyed more than 50 percent of onions 
in field near Ogden, Weber County, and damaged many home garden onions locally in 
Cache and Box Elder Counties. (Knowlton). 


STRAWBERRY LEAF ROLLER (Ancylis comptana fragariae) - IDAHO - Adults very abun- 
dant. Extensive damage to home gardens present at Coeur d'Alene, Kootenai 
County. (Stranahan). WISCONSIN - Half-grown larvae relatively common on straw- 
berry leaves in Jackson County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). INDIANA - This species and 
unspecified grasshoppers present and threatening on strawberries in south 
central counties. (Marshall, July 31). 


AN APHID (Aphis rubicola) - UTAH - Locally heavy in raspberry patch at Midway, 
Wasatch County, June 11. (Knowlton). 


A LEAF ROLLER MOTH (Choristoneura obsoletana) - TEXAS - Specimens collected 
June 4;caused moderate, local damage to ripe, harvested blackberries. Det. by 
H. W. Capps. (Newton). 


A GEOMETRID MOTH (Synchlora sp., near or denticularia) - TEXAS - Collected in 
Smith County June 4; caused moderate damage to ripe, harvested blackberries. 
Det. by H. W. Capps. (Newton).

GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - MARYLAND - Serious outbreak on tobacco in 
Anne Arundel, Calvert and St. Marys Counties; aircraft treatments underway. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Spotty, medium infestations on tobacco in 
Caroline County. (Tarpley, Eager, July 26). 


WIREWORMS - NORTH CAROLINA - Specimens collected latter half of May from soil in 
tobacco fields identified as Ampedus sp., near xanthomus, 3 from Jones County and 
1 from Craven County; Limonius sp., near dubitans, 2 from Craven County; and 
Aeolus mellilus, 1 from Granville County. Det. by T. J. Spilman. (Mount). 
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TOBACCO FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix hirtipennis) - MARYLAND - Heavy, ranged 16-51 per 
tobacco plant in Anne Arundel and Prince Georges Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - MARYLAND - Light to moderate on tobacco in Anne 
Arundel and St. Marys Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


TOBACCO BUDWORM (Heliothis virescens) - MARYLAND —- Light to moderate on tobacco 
in Anne Arundel and St. Marys Counties. (U. Md.,, Ent. Dept.). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - NORTH CAROLINA -— Populations extremely high 
in Johnston, Wilson and Wayne Counties, and migrating weevils making control 
quite difficult in these areas. (Robertson, Mount). SOUTH CAROLINA - Weevil 
pressure is mounting fast. Migration underway in entire Coastal Plain area and 
expected in Piedmont. Percent Square infestation 14.3 in treated fields and 53.6 
in untreated fields; controls generally good when schedules followed. (Cott. Ltr., 
July 30). Heavy migration reported in Florence area with corresponding dangers 
of rapidly increasing infestations. Controls to protect young bolls recommended. 
(Taft et al., Aug. 1). GEORGIA - Counts made in 68 middle and southern area 
cotton fields. Percent punctured squares ranged 2-89 and averaged 2-23. 
(Johnson et al.). ALABAMA - Infestations rather light generally for time of 
year. Occasional heavy infestations reported in untreated or inadequately 
treated fields. (Buttram). MISSISSIPPI - Infestations continue generally light 
in delta counties; some localized areas report infestations above 50 percent. 
Cotton maturing rapidly and squares scarce in many fields. (Merkl et al.). 
LOUISIANA - Infestations generally low for time of year in Tallulah area, but 
increasing. Infestations 25 percent or higher on some treated cotton, but 
generally under 25 percent. Rapid increase in infestations may develop with 
appearance of third generation. Continuing controls recommended. (Smith et al.). 
ARKANSAS - Second and third-generation weevils continue to emerge. Infestation 
levels increasing, but good control being obtained. Weevils present 91.1 percent 
of fields scouted during week; 3,434 in danger zone and 54.1 percent of fields 
being treated for weevil control. Maximum punctured squares per acre 2261547 in 
southeast, 171,750 in central, 68,775 in upper Arkansas River Valley, 106,331 in 
northeast and 49,500 in southwest. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). TENNESSEE - Continues to 
cause considerable amount of damage to cotton in regularly infested counties in 
western area aS rains and cool nights continue to make conditions for further 
increase ideal. Average percent punctured squares 41 compared with 33 previous 
week and 16 at same time in 1961. Counts higher than previous week because 
Squares becoming scarce in heavily infested fields and "hatch out" of new gener- 
ation. Counties north of the regularly infested portion of State can expect to 
begin to find weevils at this time. Some heavy migration should start about 
August 10. (Locke). MISSOURI - Punctured squares ranged 0-7 percent in 34 of 
1,119 fields scouted. (French). OKLAHOMA - Increasing generally in all cotton- 
producing areas of State. Local to countywide infestations reported from most 
all areas, with serious infestation reported from Cotton County, southwest. 
Infestations 3 percent in late-planted experimental plots at Chickasha. Infes- 
tations ranged 2-25 percent in other Grady County fields; up to 75 percent in 
Caddo County (Binger area); up to 11 percent in Jackson County; 12-30. percent 

in Harmon County; 6-32 percent in Washita County; 4-30 percent in Beckham 

County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Continues a major pest of cotton statewide. 
Damage severe where adequate controls not carried out. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). NEW 
MEXICO - Surveys in southern Dona Ana County negative. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et ‘al.) - SOUTH CAROLINA -— Pressure is mounting. 
Controls generally good. (Cott. Ltr., July 30). In Florence area, 1,720 adults 
caught in light trap during week ending August 1 compared with 223 at same time 
in 1961. Total of 3,038 moths trapped to date this year. Larval infestation 
ranged 0.5-0.7 percent in treated fields. (Taft et al., Aug. 1). GEORGIA - 
Counts made in 117 middle and southern area cotton fields. Eggs ranged 0-66

and averaged 19 per 100 terminals, and larvae ranged 0-47 and averaged 3 per 100 
terminals. (Johnson et al.). ALABAMA - Infestations very spotty over State. Not 
a problem where good control program followed. (Buttram). MISSISSIPPI - Moth 
activity declined toward end of week. Medium to heavy larval infestations 
general over delta area. Treatments generally needed. (Merkl et al.). LOUISIANA - 
Egg and larval counts in terminals rather low in Tallulah area, but eggs being 
deposited down in plants and on blooms. Some larval damage occurring in most 
fields. Close observation of fields and continued treatments through August 
recommended to protect crop. (Smith et al.). ARKANSAS - Of fields scouted,

Counts ranged 6-10 percent in Harmon County, and infestation 8 percent in Altus 
area of Jackson County, with heavier populations reported in other sections of 
County. Increasing populations reported from Garvin County; heavy egg deposition 
noted. Local to countywide populations noted from most all other areas of State. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Continues a major pest of cotton in State. Damage 
severe where adequate controls not carried out. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). In McLennan 
and Falls Counties, Square injury averaged 5 percent in 22 treated fields and 
11.9) percent in 11 untreated) fields. Boll injury averaged) 3.7 percent an 26 
treated fields and 10.4 percent in 14 untreated fields. (Cowan et al.). NEW 
MEXICO —- Populations have been relatively high during past 2 weeks in Dona Ana 
and Eddy Counties. Larvae found in squares and bolls in Dona Ana County ranged 
from very small to full grown. Only an occasional egg found in southern Dona 
Ana County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA - Increased infestations require 
controls in some areas of Pinal County and infestations a problem in few fields 
in all counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Larvae very low in cotton in 
Shafter area, Kern County, but increasing in Bakersfield area, Kern County, with 
some treatments applied. Fairly high populations expected by August 14 in 
Bakersfield area.

CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - NORTH CAROLINA - Noticeable in Johnston 
County fields, but not a problem. (Mount). SOUTH CAROLINA - Reported on cotton 
in all areas of State. (Cott. Ltr., July 30). GEORGIA - Light to heavy infes- 
tations in middle and southern areas. (Johnson et al.). ALABAMA - Large popula- 
tions in many southern counties causing some alarm. Some cotton fields appear 
quite "ragged" due to pest. (Buttram). OKLAHOMA - Infested 51 percent of cotton 
plants in experimental plots at Chickasha; activity also reported from Beckham 
County, southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Evident in low numbers in 
most fields so far in Shafter and Five Points areas, Kern County. (Leigh). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - TEXAS - Becoming a problem in at least 
Midland and Reeves Counties by feeding on terminals and Squares. Some control 
difficulties reported. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). CALIFORNIA - Present in low numbers 
in Shafter area, Kern County, with no indications of a buildup. (Leigh). 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argillacea) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Some infestations 
reported in Florence area. (Taft et al., Aug. l). 


COTTON LEAF PERFORATOR (Bucculatrix thurberiella) - ARIZONA - Light infestations 
appearing on cotton in some central and southwestern area fields. (Ariz. Coop. 
Suni 
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PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - NEW MEXICO - Surveys in southern 
Dona Ana County negative. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - Light larval infestations 
present in central area cotton. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - TEXAS - Heavy populations 
feeding in experimental cotton plots on leaves, squares and terminals in Brazos 
County. (Randolph). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - CALIFORNIA - Continue to appear in damaging numbers 

in Shafter area, Kern County. Generally, populations somewhat lower than during 
preceding week in area, with counts ranging 3-7 per sweep in many fields. Nearby 
alfalfa harvested and shows considerable regrowth. (Leigh). Controls good in 
Bakersfield area, Kern County, but still numerous in most fields with fairly 
high populations of nymphs. AS many as 3 treatments made in some fields. Heavy 
migration from safflower over. (Thomas, Black). ARIZONA - Infestations continue 
heavy in most untreated cotton statewide. Extensive controls being applied in 
most areas. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Averaged 2-6 adults and nymphs per 
25 sweeps in Roosevelt County cotton and 3-8 per 100 sweeps in fields near 
Artesia, Eddy County. Populations remain moderate to heavy in northern Dona Ana 
County; growers treating. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


PLANT BUGS - MISSOURI - Counts 0-45 per 100 terminals in 951 of 1,119 fields 
scouted. (French). TENNESSEE - Continue to blast small squares over western 
area. Damage in most cases light’ and confined to late cotton. Most of damage 
outside of boll weevil-infested area. (Locke). ARKANSAS - Activity decreased; 
37.6 percent of fields infested compared with 57.9 percent previous week. 
Highest counts in northwest area. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). MISSISSIPPI - Populations 
extremely variable in delta counties, but generally light. (Merkl et al.). 


FLEAHOPPERS —- MISSISSIPPI - Populations extremely variable in delta counties, 
but generally light. (Merkl et al.). NEW MEXICO - Psallus seriatus building up 
in Dona Ana County cotton fields. Spanogonicus albofasciatus continues a problem 
in cotton in southern counties; averaged 2-5 per 25 sweeps in Roosevelt County. 
(NN. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


STINK BUGS - ARIZONA - Light to heavy infestations present in some cotton state- 
wide. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


COTTON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - NORTH CAROLINA - Populations declined somewhat 
in cotton in Johnston, Wilson and Wayne Counties, but few fields have fairly 
heavy populations. (Mount). NEW MEXICO - Spotted infestations appearing in 
few cotton fields in Dona Ana County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


APHIDS (unspecified) - TENNESSEE - Increasing over western area on cotton, 
With heavier populations in fields treated for boll weevil or bollworms. 
(Locke). MISSISSIPPI - Light to medium, localized infestations reported in 
delta counties where treatments not effective for aphid control have been 
applied. (Merkl et al.). LOUISIANA - Infestations becoming more general in 
Tallulah area where an aphicide not included in control applications. (Smith 
et al.). CALIFORNIA - Present in rank growth of cotton in Shafter area, Kern 
County, but not a problem yet. (Leigh). 


SPIDER MITES -— NORTH CAROLINA - Primarily Tetranychus telarius, numerous over 
‘entire cotton fields in area of eastern Robeson County. Lighter general infes- 
tations noted in western part of Columbus County. Many fields in Wilson and 
Johnston Counties have light to moderate infestation spread throughout fields, 
and several fields in Johnston County very heavily infested over entire field, 
with shedding of leaves occuring in some spots. (Mount). ALABAMA — Continue 

to appear in spotty and marginal areas, especially in northern area. Some 
infestations noticed in southern area. (Buttram). MISSISSIPPI - General 
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infestations ranging from medium to heavy reported in delta counties. Treat- 
ments being applied. (Merkl et al.). LOUISIANA - Infestations generally 
spotty in Tallulah area. (Smith et al.). ARKANSAS - Activity increased; 11.5 
percent of fields infested compared with 10.8 percent previous week. (Cott. 
iss Wows ye TENNESSEE - Continue to increase and spread, and causing severe 
damage across cotton—growing area. Some entire fields heavily infested where 
controls omitted. (Locke). MISSOURI - Infestations appear to be getting 
lighter throughout scouted area. Total of 464 of 1,119 fields scouted 
infested. (French). CALIFORNIA - Continue present in many fields in Shafter 
area, Kern County. Numerous reports of control failures believed to be caused 
by inadequate coverage or other application problems. (Leigh). Tetranychus 
telarius and T. pacificus very abundant on cotton generally in Bakersfield 
area, Kern County. Controls poor due to poor application of insecticides. 
(Black). 
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Weather of the Week Ending August 6 (Continued from page 880) 


Some substantial amounts, ranging to more than 4 inches fell in northern 

New Hampshire, and totals exceeding 1 inch fell in upstate New York. However, 
Pittsfield, Massachusetts, has had only 40 percent of its normal rainfall since 
May 1 as an example of dry southern New England. 


Flash flooding from heavy showers on the 30th, 25 miles southeast of Huntington, 
West Virginia, was responsible for house damage, washing one downstream. To the 
south, Jacksonville, Florida, received a weekly total rainfall of 5.93 inches 
and Charleston, South Carolina, garnered 7.91 inches, from recurrent storms. 
Hailstones to 3/4-inch in diameter fell at Macon, Georgia, on the 2d. 


In the Great Plains, the 10th consecutive week of rainy weather went by the 
boards in northwestern Texas, and the 5th week in a row in northern sections of 
the State. On the 31st, golf ball-size hail covered the ground at Pampa, Texas. 
To the north, tornadoes, hail and high winds were reported from the northern and 
central Plains, and the neighboring area of the middle Mississippi Valley. The 
worst flood since 1935 occurred on creeks near Max, Nebraska, when an ll-inch 
rain hit, causing considerable loss of cattle. (Summary supplied by U. S. Weather 
Bureau).

EUROPEAN PINE SHOOT MOTH (Rhyacionia buoliana) - MICHIGAN - Infestation detected 
on Manistee District, Lower Michigan National Forest; red pines under hardwood 
overstory heavily damaged July 20. Infestation also detected on Manistique 
District, Hiawtha National Forest; adults emerging week of July 9. (Millers, 
USFS). 


A PITCH BLISTER MOTH (Petrova albicapitana) - MICHIGAN - Very abundant on new 
growth of jack pine on approximately 500 acres of Rapid River District, Hiawatha 
National Forest. Appears to cause tree dwarfing. (Millers, USFS). 


SPRUCE BUDWORM (Choristoneura fumiferana) - IDAHO - Extremely abundant, with very 
severe damage observed on grand fir and alpine fir over extensive area near 
Gibbonsville, Lemhi County. Small to full-grown larvae, pupge and adults present. 
Adults just emerging. (Manis). 


PINE TUSSOCK MOTH (Dasychira plagiata) - MINNESOTA - Adults about 20 percent 
emerged at Willow River, Pine County; some egg laying underway. (Minn.Ins.Rpt.). 


PANDORA MOTH (Coloradia pandora) - WYOMING - Adults still numerous in much of 
forested area of Albany County, particularly in southern end of Medicine Bow 
National Forest. (Fullerton). 


BARK BEETLES - PENNSYLVANIA - Dendroctonus valens attacked white pine weakened 
by Fomes annosus in Franklin County. VIRGINIA - Dendroctonus spp. active in 
most districts. D. frontalis reported from Central Piedmont for first time in 
several years; reports from Accomack, Northampton and Halifax Counties indicate 
new attacks evident in late May. Ips pini currently active in Fairfax County. 
(Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., July). MICHIGAN - Pityophthorus spp. attacking 
terminal and lateral shoots in upper crowns of red pines on Soo District, 
Hiawatha National Forest. Beetles enter young shoots near base to upper third, 
tunnel in center, then leave. Main shoots damaged on up to 10 percent of red 
pines in localized areas. D. valens killing few red pines in a thinning about 
8 inches d.b.h. on East Tawas District, Lower Michigan National Forest. (Millers, 
USFS). 


WHITE-PINE CONE BEETLE (Conophthorus coniperda) - MICHIGAN - Transforming into 
adults on Cadillac District, Lower Michigan National Forest, July 23. (Millers, 
USFS). 


PINE ROOT COLLAR WEEVIL (Hylobius radicis) - MICHIGAN - Found on red pine on 
Cadillac District, Lower Michigan National Forest, July 2. No tree mortality, 
but some edge trees heavily infested when near infested roadside plantings of 
red and jack pines. Most of population entering pupal stage. (Millers, USFS). 


WHITE-PINE WEEVIL (Pissodes strobi) -—- MICHIGAN - Abundant wherever white pine 
growing in open. Severe on jack pine on Harrisville District, Lower Michigan 
National Forest; approximately 70 percent of trees have 1962 damage. Some 
pupation observed. Similar weevil damage observed on red pine across from 
preceding plantation; leaders caged to collect specimens for determination. 
(Millers, USFS). 


A WEEVIL (Pissodes approximatus) - MICHIGAN —- Killing some spittlebug and white- 
grub weakened red pines on Manistique District, Hiawatha National Forest. 
(Millers, USFS). 


PINE COLASPIS (Maecolaspis pini) - LOUISIANA - Adult populations feeding on 
pines declined considerably recently. Damage to pines in southern and south- 
western areas waS as severe as in 1961. (Cancienne, Dry, July 13). 


PINE TORTOISE SCALE (Toumeyella numismaticum) - MICHIGAN - Abundant on Stonington 
Peninsula, Rapid River District, Hiawatha National Forest; apparently killing 
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jack pines over 10 inches d.b.h. Some salvage operations underway, but infesta- 
tion appears to be spreading. (Millers, USFS). MINNESOTA - Noted at Nickerson 
and Duquette, Pine County. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


SPRUCE BUD SCALE (Physokermes piceae) - WISCONSIN - Eggs hatched, but crawlers 

still beneath shell in Door County, July 26. Spruce yellowing in area. (Wis. 

Ins. Sur.). RHODE ISLAND - Hatched and crawlers dispersed on spruce in Newport 
County. (Mathewson). 


PINE NEEDLE SCALE (Phenacaspis pinifoliae) - RHODE ISLAND - Hatching and | 
dispersing on pine in Cranston, Providence County, and in Kingston, Washington 
County. (Mathewson). 


SARATOGA SPITTLEBUG (Aphrophora saratogensis) - MICHIGAN - Infesting localized 
areas on Rapid River and Manistique Districts, Hiawatha National Forest. No 
control anticipated during 1962. Majority of nymphs in last instars July 12. 
Severe infestations discovered on Harrisville District, Lower Michigan National 
Forest, and 680 acres treated; control excellent. Adult emergence completed 
week of July 9. Infestation also detected near Cadillac, Wexford County; red 
pines being killed in State plantations. (Millers, USFS). WISCONSIN - 
Sufficiently abundant on 150 acres of pine in Marinette County to necessitate 
controls. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


PINE SPITTLEBUG (Aphrophora parallela) - MICHIGAN - Infesting Scotch, jack and 
red pines on Hiawatha National Forest; also present on balsam fir and red spruce. 
Some flagging produced on Scotch pine. Mostly in late nymphal stages July 2. 
(Millers, USFS). 


CICADAS —- MICHIGAN — Adults of unspecified species abundant in some red pine 
plantations on Baldwin District, Lower Michigan National Forest, July 2. 
(Millers, USFS). 


CONIFER SAWFLIES - MINNESOTA — Diprion similis adults observed in northeast area; 
no second-generation eggs or larvae found. Mostly fourth and fifth instars of 
Neodiprion lecontei observed in north central and northeastern areas; most 
roadside damage observed along U. S. Highway 61 around Sandstone, Pine County, 
and along State Highway 65 around Cambridge, Isanti County. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


LARCH SAWFLY (Pristiphora erichsonii) - MINNESOTA - Late instars persisting 
throughout northern range in State. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - RHODE ISLAND - Activity becoming more noticeable 
statewide. (Cartier, Mathewson). WISCONSIN - Observations indicate this species 
more prevalent in central, east central and southeastern parts of State than 
during 1961. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). LOUISIANA - Second-generation larvae appearing 
On pecan and persimmon in northern area. Third-generation larvae appearing in 
southern part of State on sycamore, sweetgum, buttonbush, dogwood and various 
other shade and forest trees. (Cancienne, Dry, July 13). WASHINGTON - Webbing 
appearing on Englishlaural at Sumner, Pierce County. (Doucette). | 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - First pupation of season in northern New England 
noted at Salisbury, VERMONT, June 21; regulatory treatment included 2 lumberyards, 
Numerous areas of heavy infestation and defoliation noted in western MASSACHUSETTS, 
Larvae numerous on Christmastree farm at Sheffield, Berkshire County, on spruce, 

fir and hemlock; defoliation apparent on some spruce. Two additional trailer 

parks found infested in areas of Shirley, Middlesex County, and Lunenburg, 

Worcester County. In RHODE ISLAND, total of 22,255 acres treated; also 69,350 
linear feet of stone walls and hedgerows at nurseries and peripheral areas. 
Several areas in CONNECTICUT, in vicinity of fuelwood Scheduled for shipment to 
New York, treated. Numerous areas of heavy infestation and defoliation noted in 
western sections; 2 large areas of very heavy infestation and defoliation noted 
on both sides of Connecticut River in vicinity of Glastonbury, Hartford County, 
and East Hampton and Haddam, Middlesex County. Aeiral defoliation surveys in 
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Connecticut underway. Male and female pupae noted in Albany County, NEW YORK, 
June 21, in severely defoliated area where lack of food and/or incidence of 

wilt may have hastened pupation. Treatment of 48 scattered blocks involving 
25,760 acres in 12 counties completed June 12. Total of 1,111 acres of scattered 
infestations, principally in Queens and Westchester Counties, treated with ground 
equipment. Treatment in generally infested area of New York included 145,198 
acres by aircraft and 821 acres by ground equipment, including heavily infested 
trailer courts in Saratoga, Washington and Warren Counties. Trap placement 

began during early June. By end of month, defoliation very apparent in eastern 
New York and may well exceed in extent, damage forecast. Trap placement began 
also in PENNSYLVANIA, NEW JERSEY, DELAWARE, VIRGINIA and WEST VIRGINIA. (PPC, 
East. Reg., June Rpt.). MICHIGAN - Trap placement scheduled first week of 

July. (PPC, Cent. Reg., June Rpt.). OKLAHOMA —- Traps checked in Muskogee, 
Okfuskee, Pittsburg and Sequoyah Counties with negative results. (Okla. Coop. 
Sut.) 


HICKORY SHUCKWORM (Laspeyresia caryana) - OKLAHOMA - Damage to pecans countywide 
in Love County, south central area. Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


SYCAMORE TUSSOCK MOTH (Halisidota harrisii) -— NEW YORK —- Larvae continue active 
in Nassau County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). 


MOURNING-CLOAK BUTTERFLY (Nymphalis antiopa) - WISCONSIN - Larvae collected in 
Dane County July 16, pupated by July 17 and adults emerged July 31. Specimens 
collected inTrempealeau County July 13 pupated by July 20. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - INDIANA - Extremely abundant on 
Chinese elm in greater Lafayette area, Tippecanoe County. Nurserymen and pest 
control operators report numerous daily calls relative to this pest. (Schuder). 
OKLAHOMA - Feeding activity continues throughout State. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
ARKANSAS - Continues heavy. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). NORTH CAROLINA - Larvae and 
pupae received from Alamance County determined as this species by R. L. 
Robertson. (Mount). RHODE ISLAND -— Pupation underway in Kent County and 
probably statewide. First-generation damage in Providence County appears to be 
less than in Kent and Washington Counties. (Mathewson). 


ASPEN LEAF BEETLE (Chr ysomela crotchi) - NORTH DAKOTA — Feeding heavily on aspen 
in Bottineau area, Bottineau County. (N.D. Ins. Sur.). 


LARGER ELM LEAF BEETLE (Monocesta coryli) — NORTH CAROLINA - Larvae received from 
Cumberland County determined as this species by R. L. Robertson. (Mount). . 
SOUTH CAROLINA - Present this season in Cherokee, Union and Newberry Counties. 
Det. by E. W. King. (Nettles’et al.). 


LOCUST LEAF MINER (Xenochalepus dorsalis) —- MARYLAND - Injury conspicuous on 
many black locusts over State. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Severe, spotted 
infestation present in Loudoun County area, (Tarpley, Helland; July 19). 


SMALLER EUROPEAN ELM BARK BEETLE (Scolytus multistriatus) - MINNESOTA - Found 
for first time in Goodhue County and at St. Anthony Village. (Minn, Ins. Rpt.). 
WISCONSIN - This principal vector of Dutch elm disease not yet pupated in Dane 
County. As of August 1, total of 4,607 cases of Dutch elm disease diagnosed 
from 163 municipalities in 21 counties; diagnosed from Iowa County for the first 
time (Was! Ins, Sur .)'. 


TWIG PRUNER (Elaphidion villosum) - NEW YORK — Causing considerable damage to 
oaks around heavily wooded homesites in Nassau County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., 
July 30). 


APHIDS — WASHINGTON - Undetermined species numerous on maples at Sumner, Pierce 
County; causing extensive honeydew dripping and leaf drop. (Doucette). IDAHO - 
Various species continue exceedingly abundant on wide variety of cultivated and 
native plants in southwest area. (Gittins). UTAH - Unspecified species numerous 
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on young narrow leaf cottonwoods and on chockecherry seedlings in Bear Canyon, 
Juab County. Prociphilus fraxinifolii severely curling leaves of some young ash 
trees at Nephi. (Knowlton). WYOMING - Galls of Mordwilkoja vagabunda numerous 
on poplars in Albany County. (Fullerton). COLORADO - Pemphigus sp. forming 
numerous galls on cottonwood in Huerfano County. (Blase), Undetermined species 
numerous on ash in Baca County and elm in Fremont County. (Colo. Coop. Rpt.). 
NORTH DAKOTA - Various species appear general in most areas on willow, poplar, 
spirea, ash and elm. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). MARYLAND - Various species building 
up on roses and other ornamentals over State. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). NEW YORK - 
Various species continue to be most serious problems on ornamentals in Nassau 
County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). NEW JERSEY - Unspecified species heavy on 
roses in some areas. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., July 31). 


LACE BUGS - UTAH - Unspecified species light on leaves of chokecherry in Ogden 
Canyon, Weber County, and Bear Canyon, Juab County. (Knowlton). NORTH DAKOTA - 
Heavy feeding by Corythucha arcuata occurring in Bottineau area, Bottineau 
County. “Ol. 7Ds Mins hsure) NEBRASKA — Corythucha sp. damaging chokecherries in 
Cherry County. (Bergman). OKLAHOMA - Corythucha ciliata increasing in Still- 
water area, Payne County. Corythucha sp. also noted as heavy on pyracantha. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEW YORK - Unspecified species continue to damage azaleas in 
several areas of Nassau County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 30). 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) - INDIANA - Heavy on mimosa in Vincennes 
area, Knox County. (Hamilton, July 31). Second generation now hatching. Damage 
becoming noticeable in southern two-thirds of State. (Schuder). ILLINOIS - 
Infesting honeylocust in Livingston and La Salle Counties; these are new records, 
(Ill. Ins. Rpt.). ARKANSAS - Heavy feeding evident on mimosa in Pine Bluff area, 
Jefferson County. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). ALABAMA - Extremely heavy on mimosa in 
Chilton County; practically 100 percent of trees affected. (Helms). NORTH 
CAROLINA - Browned most leaves of 6 Moraine locusts on campus at Raleigh. Most 
adults now emerged. (Whitfield). VIRGINIA - Present on mimosa at a location in 
La Crosse, Mecklenburg County; light spotted infestations observed in Roanoke, 
Bedford, Campbell and Appomattox Counties. (Tarpley). 


BAGWORM (Thyridopteryx ephemeraeformis) - NEW JERSEY - Infestations heavy this 
year. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., July 31). INDIANA - Nearly full grown and causing 
concern on many ornamental plantings throughout State. Controls can still be 
applied. (Schuder). OKLAHOMA - Continues damaging in several areas around State. 
(killa. Coops Sucker 


APPLE-AND-THORN SKELENTONIZER (Anthophila pariana) - WASHINGTON - Caused moderate 
damage to hawthorn in Sumner, Pierce County. (Doucette). 


AZALEA CATERPILLAR (Datana major) - FLORIDA - Light on azalea (Rhododendron sp.) 
at Ocala, Marion County, July 17. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - RHODE ISLAND - Infestation in Newport 
County area apparently lighter than usual. (Peabody). CONNECTICUT - A problem 
on ornamentals. (Bobb). NEW JERSEY - Quite active on ornamentals in many areas, 
(Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., July 31). MARYLAND - Adults have caused considerably more 
than usual amount of foliage injury to ornamental, fruit and shade trees in Mont-— 
gomery County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Adults medium in some areas of 
Floyd County; absent in other areas. Feeding on various shrubs, rose bushes, 
some flowers and other plants. Over 200 taken at locality in 7-10 days, with 
150 collected at same locality in 1961. Only 4 specimens reported in county 
during 1960. (Talley, July 19). SOUTH CAROLINA - First specimen taken in 
Clemson July 24 on rose. Infestation heavy in Greenville County. (Nettles 

et al.). OHIO - Caused medium amount of defoliation through infested area of 
State. (Polivka). 


DOGWOOD TWIG BORER (Oberea tripunctata) - VIRGINIA - Damaging dogwood at a 
locality in Floyd County. (Talley). 
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BLACK BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta pennsylvanica) - NORTH DAKOTA - Fed heavily on 
foliage of tatarian honeysuckle in nursery at Towner, McHenry County. (N. D. 
Ins. Sur.). 


EUONYMUS SCALE (Unaspis euonymi) - NEW JERSEY - Crawlers active on deciduous and 
evergreen euonymus, pachysandra and bittersweet. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., July 31). 
MARYLAND —- Crawlers active on infested euonymus at University Park, Prince 
Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). INDIANA - Second generation began 
hatching July 19. (Schuder). 


OYSTERSHELL SCALE (Lepidosaphes ulmi) - DELAWARE - Adults, eggs and crawlers 
abundant on lilac in area of Sussex County. This is first record of second 
generation of this pest in State. (Bray, Burbutis, MacCreary). INDIANA - Brown 
race hatched July 19 in Tippecanoe County. (Schuder). 


FLETCHER SCALE (Lecanium fletcheri) - CALIFORNIA - Collected from Thuja 
occidentalis on a property in Tulelake, Siskiyou County. Collection made by 
T. R. Haig, Jr., June 12. Det. by R. F. Wilkey; confirmed by H. Morrison, 
July 30. (Cal Coop. Rpt.). This is a new State record. 


COCCIDS - CONNECTICUT - Several species a problem on ornamentals. (Bobb). 
FLORIDA - Pseudaonidia duplex collected on Ficus carica at Melbourne, Brevard 
County, June 11 and 20. Icerya purchasi ranged moderate to severe on Acalypha sp. 
at Titusville, Brevard County, July 13. Pseudaonidia clavigera light to moderate 
on gardenia at Tampa, Hillsborough County, July 9; new record. (Fla. Coop. 

OKLAHOMA - Chionaspis americana heavy on American elms in Oklahoma City 
area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). COLORADO - Chionaspis furfura infesting cotoneaster 
in Yuma County. (Spiers). CALIFORNIA - Pulvinaria sp., near penninsularis, 
medium on Pittosporum sp. and Pulvinaria sp. present on holly in nursery at 
Eureka, Humboldt County. Phenacoccus eriogoni medium on leaves and roots of 
Eriogonum spp. in Chico, Butte County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


BIRCH LEAF MINER (Fenusa pusilla) - OREGON - Severely infested white birch at a 
home in Salem. Previously reported from Portland, Multnomah County, and Woodburn, 
Marion County. (Bluhm). 


SPIDER MITES (Tetranychus spp.) - CALIFORNIA - T. telarius heavy on dustymiller 
plants in Chico, Butte County, and on snowball bush in West Sacramento, Yolo 
County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). WYOMING - T. telarius numerous on many shrubs and 
trees in Albany County. Considerable damage appearing on evergreens. 
(Fullerton). RHODE ISLAND - What is apparently Tetranychus sp., extremely heavy 
and killing marigolds in garden in Cranston, Providence County. (Stessel, 
Mathewson). 


ERIOPHYID MITES - CALIFORNIA - Phyllocoptes didelphis heavy on Populus tremuloides 
on the Tioga Road, Tuolumne County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - Galls of 
unspecified species present on narrow leaf cottonwoods in Bear Canyon, Juan 
County; present but not numerous on aspens at Monte Cristo, Rich County. 
(Knowlton), COLORADO - Gall-forming and blister-forming species present on birch 
in Arapahoe County, cottonwood in Moffat County and ornamental apple in Larimer 
County. (Hantsbarger). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


MOSQUITOES - UTAH - Unspecified species annoying in most Cache County communities; 
very numerous in some fields between towns and Bear River. Some annoyance also 
reported in Springville-Spanish Fork area, Utah County. Moderately annoying to 
large 4-H Group Camps in Bear Canyon on slopes of Mount Nebo, Juab County. Very 
troublesome to man and livestock in portions of Rich and Daggett Counties. 
(Knowlton). NORTH DAKOTA - Abundant; Aedes vexans dominant on man, A. dorsalis 
dominant on cattle. (Noetzel). MINNESOTA - During July 22-28, 2,266 larval 
collections made. Aedes vexans found in 58 percent, Culex restuans in 34 percent, 
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Culex pipiens in 16 percent, Culex territans in 1l percent, Culex tarsalis in 8 
percent, Culiseta inornata in 5 percent of collections. Light trap collections 
down somewhat; 32 percent of total collection males, 55 percent of total Aedes 
vexans females. Number of Mansonia perturbans taken in light traps down 50 
percent from previous week. In daytime bite collections, 84 percent were Aedes 
vexans and 4 percent Aedes dorsalis; of total of 2,365 mosquitoes taken, 99 
percent were Aedes spp. In evening bite collections, Aedes vexans composed 76 
percent of total, with 96 percent of total being Aedes spp. Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 
WISCONSIN - Except for report from Winnebago County, few instances of mosquitoes 
bothering cattle grazing at night encountered. Populations of Culex pipiens 
pipiens and Aedes vexans increasing. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). DELAWARE - Aedes 
sollicitans adults rather abundant and annoying in some areas of eastern Kent and 
Sussex Counties. (Burbutis). 


STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


During the period July 20-26, a total of 30,587,000 sterile flies was released 
over an area of 63,000 square miles. Release rate was 400 per square mile, with 
some areas in southern Texas receiving up to 800 sterile flies per square mile. 
A total of 2,253 screw-worm cases was reported during the period. New counties 
reporting screw-worm cases included: TEXAS - Morris, Culberson, Yoakum, Hardin 
and Deaf Smith; OKLAHOMA - Grant, Pontotoc, Blaine, Major, Garvin, Hughes and 
Jefferson. (Anim. Dis. Erad. Div.). 
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FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - MARYLAND - Ranged 0-35 (averaged 15) per head on 
dairy cattle in Frederick and Montgomery Counties. (Un Mids f Entsiwept:): 

VIRGINIA —- Very heavy on livestock through Lee County; this is a new county 
record, (Lyle). NORTH CAROLINA - Specimens collected May 21 in Caldwell County 
determined as this species by C. W. Sabrosky. This is a new county record. 
(Mount). SOUTH CAROLINA - Collected from faces of cattle at Clemson by T. R. 
Adkins and J. A. Hair. Det. by C. W. Sabrosky. (Nettles et al.). WISCONSIN - 
Noticeable on young stock in Washburn County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). WYOMING - Adults 
collected from sheep at Meike ranch near Sussex, Johnson County, July 26. This 

is first record for Johnson County. (Robb). Adults numerous in several livestock 
herds in Albany County. (Fullerton). 


HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - WISCONSIN - Becoming a particular problem in Rusk, 
Monroe, Portage and Langlade Counties, as well as other counties in central and 
west central areas. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). RHODE ISLAND - A nusiance in a public 
institution in Exeter, Washington County. (Cartier). 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - UTAH - Causing about normal amount of 
annoyance to cattle throughout State. (Knowlton). WYOMING - Adults continue 
bothersome in barns and corrals in Albany County. (Fullerton). NORTH DAKOTA - 
Ranged 10-1,000 per animal on cattle in Fargo area, Cass County. (N. D. Ins. 
Sur.). WISCONSIN - Apparently this species, causing considerable annoyance in 
Rusk, Monroe, Portage and Langlade Counties, and in central and west central 
areas. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MARYLAND - Averaged 6 per head on 7 dairy herds in 
Howard County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - UTAH - Numerous and troublesome in herds in 
Juab, Utah and Weber Counties. (Knowlton). WYOMING - Adults causing serious 
irritation to livestock in Albany County. (Fullerton). NORTH DAKOTA - Counts 
ranged 0-300 per animal on cattle in Fargo area, Cass County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


TABANIDS — WYOMING - Chrysops sp. annoying to man and animals in many areas of 
Albany County. (Fullerton). UTAH - Unspecified species annoying cattle in 
mountains south and west of Mantua, Box Elder County; very troublesome to man 

and animals in portions of Rich and Daggett Counties. Causing moderate annoyance 
to large 4-H Group Camps in Bear Canyon on slopes of Mount Nebo, Juab County. 
(Knowlton). 


A BLACK FLY (Simulium jenningsi) - MARYLAND - Very annoying to humans in Frederick 
and Montgomery Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SNIPE FLIES - UTAH - Causing some annoyance in mountains near Wellsville, up to 
9,300-foot summit of Willard Basin in Box Elder County. Also annoying to campers 
in Bear Canyon on slopes of Mount Nebo, Juab County. (Knowlton). 


BLOW FLIES - UTAH - Unspecified species numerous about some camp sites in Logan 
Canyon and Willard Basin in Cache and Box Elder Counties. (Knowlton). 


CHICKEN BODY LOUSE (Menacanthus stramineus) - ARKANSAS - Infestations heavier than 
during 1961. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


A YELLOW JACKET (Vespula maculifrons) - NORTH DAKOTA - Many reports of annoying 
people around homes and other buildings. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


AMERICAN DOG TICK (Dermacentor variabilis) - CALIFORNIA - Collected from dog in 
Woodside, San Mateo County. Appears to be more prevalent this year. (Cal. Coop. 
Rpt.)., NORTH DAKOTA - Continues a problem in wooded and grassy areas. (N. D. 
ins. Sur.). 


GULF COAST TICK (Amblyomma maculatum) - FLORIDA - Collected on horse at Miami, 
Dade County. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 
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BLACK WIDOW SPIDER (Latrodectus mactans) - MICHIGAN - Collected in vicinity of 
Baldwin, Lake County, July 2. (Millers, USFS). UTAH - Found about homes in 
Nephi, Juab County, recently. (Knowlton). 


HOUSEHOLD AND STRUCTURAL INSECTS 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - MARYLAND — Adults causing consider- 
able nuisance in homes in Baltimore, Kent and Queen Annes Counties. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept.). 


A NAUTICAL BORER (Xylotrechus nauticus) - CALIFORNIA - Emergence heavy in basement 
of a residence in Hollister, San Benito County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A JAPANESE WEEVIL (Calomycterus setarius) - WISCONSIN - Continues to be a nuisance 
in homes in Sauk and Dane Counties. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


A GROUND BEETLE (Calosoma sp.) - NEVADA - Extremely numerous and causing concern 
to home and motel owners in Hawthorne, Mineral County, and Yerington, Lyon County. 
(Martinelli). 


ORIENTAL COCKROACH (Blatta orientalis) - RHODE ISLAND - Heavy in a building at 
Johnston, Providence County. (Cartier). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - NEVADA - Heavy in Reno-Sparks area and in 
Gerlach, Washoe County. (Coop. Rpt.). UTAH — Troublesome about homes in Midvale, 
Salt Lake County; also very numerous and troublesome in Nephi area, Juab County. 
(Knowlton). 


CLOVER MITE (Bryobia praetiosa) - WISCONSIN - Causing some concern to homeowners 
in State by entering houses. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


MILLIPEDS - NEW JERSEY - Entering homes in some areas. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., 
July 3). 


STORED-—PRODUCT INSECTS 


A DERMESTID BEETLE (Trogoderma glabrum) -—- NEBRASKA - Collected for first time in 
Kimball County; light in bin of wheat. (Bergman). 


LESSER GRAIN BORER (Rhyzopertha dominica) - TEXAS - Locally heavy on stored sorghum 
grain and corn in Lee County. (Spivey). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


LADY BEETLES - IDAHO - Extremely abundant in Parma area, Canyon County; large 
numbers in pupal stage. (Manis). WYOMING —- Adults of various species averaged 
33 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa in Albany County. (Fullerton). NORTH DAKOTA - 
Appear to be building up and controlling aphid buildup in many areas. (N. D. 
Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Range 1-17 per 10 sweeps throughout State. (Hintz). 
OKLAHOMA - Hippodamia convergens light in cotton, sorghum and alfalfa in central 
and southwestern portions of State. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


LACEWINGS - IDAHO - Larvae of unspecified species numerous in all areas. (Manis). 
NORTH DAKOTA - Appear to be building up; apparently keeping aphid buildups in 
check in many areas. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Chrysopa spp. counts 
generally lower than those of lady beetles, but also present throughout State. 
(Hintz). OKLAHOMA - All stages of Chrysopa spp. medium in cotton at Chickasha, 
Grady County. Light in sorghum and alfalfa in central area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
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DAMSEL BUGS (Nabis spp.) - WYOMING -— Adults averaged 27 per 100 sweeps in Albany 
County alfalfa. (Fullerton). 


FLOWER FLIES - IDAHO —- Larvae of unspecified species numerous in all areas. 
(Manis). 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - CALIFORNIA - Foliage treatment totaling 

5 to 6 in downtown Sacramento and 2 to 3 in West Sacramento soon to be completed. 
Centers of infestation received greater number of treatments. Nearly 6,000 

traps remain in service and more than 100,000 visual inspections made; no further 
evidence of this pest found. Major reductions in schedule anticipated by mid- 
August. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). NEBRASKA - Hight, live adults collected from cargo 
container of commercial airplane at Omaha Municipal Airport, August 1. (Bergman). 
OKLAHOMA - Traps checked in Jackson, Oklahoma, Washita, Haskell, Lincoln and 
Muskogee Counties negative. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). SOUTH CAROLINA - Populations 

in general appear little heavier than in 1961. (PPC, South. Reg., June Rpt.). 
VERMONT - Increasing. (MacCollom). 


EUROPEAN CHAFER (Amphimallon majalis) -’NEW YORK — Adult specimens collected 
for first time in following counties: Albany, June 18; Queens, June 20; Schuyler, 
June 21; and Herkimer, June 27. (PPC, East. Reg., June Rpt.). 


WESTERN YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia praefica) - IDAHO - Larvae abundant, 
feeding on teasel (Dipsacus sylvestris) in Central Grade area of Nez Perce County. 
(Roberts). 


SATIN MOTH (Stilpnotia salicis) - IDAHO -— Adult males and females attracted to 
blacklight traps in Moscow, Latah County, at rate of 15 per hour; first began 
appearing in early July. (Stocker). 


WHITE-LINED SPHINX (Celerio lineata) -— UTAH - Conspicuous flight at Ogden, 
Weber County; 32 taken in blacklight trap July 24. (Knowlton). 


VESPIDS - RHODE ISLAND - Colonies becoming noticable and causing concern state- 
wide; complaints expected through September. (Mathewson, Cartier). 


CICADA KILLER (Sphecius speciosus) - NEW JERSEY - Causing concern in some areas. 


(Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., July 31). NEBRASKA - Numerous reports noted in east and 
Southeastern areas. (Bergman). MARYLAND - Adults noted around several lawns and 
golf courses in central sections. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


IMPORTED FIRE ANT (Solenopsis saevissima richteri) - Reported for first time in 
Lee County, MISSISSIPPI, June 13. Considerable inspection and treatments com- 
pleted in State; more than 50,000 acres treated with ground equipment during 
recent weeks. Infestations found along Interstate Highway 4 in FLORIDA. Excel- 
lent progress made in Muscogee and other GEORGIA counties in treating dairies 
and other "flagged-out" areas. Over 81,000 acres in vicinity of Savannah, 
Chatham County, treated; appraisal survey in some more heavily infested areas 
revealed only one mound with live specimens. Appraisal surveys in vicinity 

of Charleston, Charleston County, SOUTH CAROLINA, and several counties in 

NORTH CAROLINA, negative. Over 1,700 acres treated in Carteret County in 
latter State. Surveys in TENNESSEE, particularly along southern border, 
increased; over 1,000 properties surveyed during month. During last week of 
June, appraisal surveys on some 3,500 acres in 5 LOUISIANA parshies; infesta- 
tions found on less than one percent of this acerage. Delimiting survey and 
treatment continued in northern Louisiana. Appraisal surveys made within and 
adjacent to treated areas of Union County, ARKANSAS, yielded only one infesta- 
tion which was about one-half mile outside of treated area. Survey and treat- 
-mMent of approximately 18 acres in Dallas County, TEXAS, completed. (PPC, South. 
Reg., June Rpt.).

GEORGIA - FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) heavy on millet in Crawford County 
(Harvey), on coastal Bermuda in Clay County (Collier), and on Bermuda grass and 
millet in Meriwether County (Buchanan). RED-HEADED PINE SAWFLY (Neodiprion 
lecontei) light on pines in Jasper County. (Milner). HORN FLY ranged 0-500 per 
head on cattle in several middle and northern counties. (Roberts). FACE FLY 
ranged 0-40 per animal on cattle in Rabun and White Counties. (Roberts). 


WYOMING - GRASSHOPPER controls applied to 4,000 acres in Bridger National Forest 
near La Barge; counts in area up to 100 per square yard. (Thornley).
